over the Nation as a ſevere Judgment. 


I wou'd not be miſunderſtood, as if T intended to fill the 
Kingdom . with perpetual Clamours and Informations, 
and d:ftign'd to open a wide door of Acceſs for every 
little Whiffler to allarm the Magittrates, Quiet with petty 
vexatious Complaints, and malicious . Suggeſtions. 
abhor that ſort of Cattle, and the indulging them, as 
much as any Man alive. But ir is Unjuſt in it elf, 
and of fatal Confequence to a Government, to Reproach 
and - Stigmatize every honeſt Man with the ſcandal of 
Common Intormer, who out of a true ſenſe of his Duty, 
and an unbiffu Zeal for his King and Country, {hall 
endeavour to derect the wicked Practices of ſuch, who by 
corruptly abuſing the Honourable Imployments they are 
intrutted wrth, directly {trike at the Lite and Happineſs 
of both. I tay fuch Informations as thefe ought -to be 
aſſiſted with the Encouragement of the Magiltrate, 
efpecially if the Complaints are grounded upon reaſon- 
able Evidence, or even upon probable Suſpicion ; Ex- 
cept they will tell us they have made fuch good Provi- 
fion - afore-hand, to ſupply the Executive part of the

UNEXPRESSIBLE are the daily Complaints 
and Mitchiets, that ariſe through the Excefſive 
ftraining and advancing the exorbitant. Fees «of 
Comnncellors, Attorpeys, Clerks, Serjeants, Goalers, and other 
Othcers in this City, by reaton of rhe treo frequent, 
malicious, and 1mpertinent AQtions, and gencral Cor- 
_ ruption among them : Occatiowd chicfly by their being 
forced to vy their Places with Morey, without regard 
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to Merit. For never any Man came into an Office: by 
the Mediation of his God, but -he was compeii*d: eþ 
exerciite. his. Authority wickedly, ; He that Buys mult 
Sell, or he loſes by the Bargain ; whichmakes the Pub- 
lic} Offices to be like Briars, to which Sheep repairing 
tor Shelter, muſt unavoidably be torced to part with 
{ome of their Fleece. | 


NOW to confider the Conſequences, and thofervery 
pernicious .ones, of fucly Parchaſe, well begin wit the 
Serjeant, Who at this time pays the Sheritk near 5 00/7. tor 
his Place : *ris true, it has been at a far lower Rare, (as 
well as all other places) but the Prices. rite as the

WELL, ſuppoſe here is 500/. given for a Place for 
Lite, which at ſeven Years purchaſe, the cuſtomary value 
ot a Lite, buys 7ol. per. Annam im a dead Rent upon 
Land, where the Purchafer has no more to do, than receive 
his Annual Revenue as the Money becomes due. Bur 
in a Place or Office purchas'd, where there 1s conſtant 
Toil, Attendagce, and Buſineſs to ſupply that Oihce, 
tis modeſtly Computed, That a Man Oughr 
in all Reaſon and Equiry to wake double as 
much per Annum of his Money as in a lazy Annu- 
ity. So that for his 5oo!/. a. Serjeant feems to have a 
juitifyable Pretention to get about 150/. a Year; a very 
round Income, for a Man that in his poſt, 15 {worn bur 
a LVartet ; an Income much larger than that of many an 
honeſt Gentleman of good Birth and Qualty, watly 
much a fairer B/azoz in h.s Coat cf Aris, than a 
Blood-ſucking-Serjerut. "This 1501. per Annum 15 3L. a 
Week, nbout 10s. a Day; and how mutt the Serjequr 
raife this Money ? If by taking only the now 
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Cuſtomary Fees of his Office, as allow'd 1n Court, v-z. 
Half a Crown for every Arreſt, and no more, of which 
his Teomar, who gives above 2007. for his Place, goes 
one Thirds ſnack with him ; by conſequence he mult 
Arreſt ſix Men every Day one with another all the Year 
round, to raiſe the Profits of his Purchaſe-Money, 07.

in one Day, does not make above fix, and halt fix more 


in the whole Week, and a good Week's work too ;

Pounds, and whole Pounds too, extorted for Czvz/it- 
Money, as they call it, and feveral other unreaſonable

Is more then any other Statute or Law allows them to tare 
from their Priſoners: But in ſuch Caſes where the King Is 
Party, its Eftabliſted, That the Priſoners 1m all the King's Priſons, 
ſhould be maintain'd at the King's Charge, and cut of the Kmgs Feve- 
nes, according to the Old Law of the Land: Muck lets to have Mo- 
ney extorted trom kim by the Goaler. But look into the Fri- 
1ons 1n and about the Ciry of London, what horiible Oppreliions, 
Extortions and Cruelties, are exerciſed upon the Free-born Peco- 
ple of Engl:nd, yea in moſt Priſons throughout this Kingdom ?

But ifall we have here urged in fo uſt a Caule, ſhall be 
utterly Neglected, we have one farther unhappy circum-

receive an Encouragement even from theſe very Papers, 
when the Cry of Juſtice Unhear'd and Unredreſsd, will but 
harden their Intquity ; whilſt their Impanity, hike an Jowc- 
ramus toa Capital Indictment, will be look'd upon as their 
Juſtification.
